Dear  Sir — Yours  d.iied  April  3,  I  received  and 
read  with  pleasure,  and  am  Icppy  that  you  manifest 
no  unkindness;  the  spirit  of  lienevolence  which  it 
breathes  is  more  than  I  expected,  and  justice  to  hit- 
Biaiiily  <lemands  a  reply. 

For  proof  of  entire  depravity  by  nature,  you  cite 
from  the  Old  Tes  aim  nt,  (ieuesis  vi  :  5,  vii :  1  ; 
Psalms  xiv;  1,  2,  3;  Isaiah  i  :  1-15,  all  of  which 
by  no  means  prove  your  favorite  doctrine ;  and  we 
would  as  soon  quote  these  as  any  others  to  prove 
the  truth  ;  as  all  these  show  to  a  ilemon>tration  the 
reverse,  of  your  tlieory — that  the  morals  of  the  per 
sons  named  were  corrtqiled,  not  liy  nature,  hut  by 
their  vicious  practices.  You  should  have  provei. 
that  they  were  created  entirely  destitute  of  moral 
goodness,  il  you  would  vindicate  the  doctrine  of  to 
tal  depravity  by  nature.  To  whom  will  the  Inn 
guage  of  Isaiah,  which  you  ([note,  so  well  apply  a> 
it  will  to  those  who  have  so  deeply  revolted  from  the 
image  of  their  Maker,  as  to  imagine  themselves  to 
have  been  created  entirely  void  of  the  lirst  (irinciples 
of  moral  action,  and  of  any  good  desire  in  the  heart ' 
Does  not  this  doctrine  dishonor  the  Author  of  every 
good  and  perfect  ^tft,  hy  making  him  the  author  o! 
sin?  Fur  (iiod  is  the  maker ol  man's  nature,  anc 
if  our  natures  he  sin,  or  in  other  words,  il  we  hi 
sinners  by  nature,  he  must  be  the  author  of  it. — 
Christ  was  templed  in  all  points,  like  as  we  are, 
yet  without  sin,  because  he  yiehleil  not  to  tempta¬ 
tion.  Milton  expresses  it,  ••  within  yourself  the 
danger  lies,  yet  lies  within  your  power.” 

You  ask,  "can  we  suppose  that  the  Gentiles  wen 
any  better  ”  than  the  church-going  Hebrews,  by  tin 
prophet  Isaiah  addressed  ?  No.  &^ir.  we  hold  thest 
truths  to  be  self-evident;  that  one  man  does  not 
differ  from  another  in  his  nature  ;  that  all  havecer 
tain  powers  or  faculties  of  mind  to  discriminatt 
right  from  wrong,  and  only  need  the  exercise  anri 
cultivation  of  those  qualities,  in  ordtr  to  bring  tin 
illiterate  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth  ;  and  on  then 
natural  abilities  rests  their  responsibility  :  butyoiii 
doctrine  supposes  this  to  be  untrue,  inasmuch  as 
they  were  created  entirely  without  the  necessary  ru¬ 
diments  of  moral  action.  If.  as  you  allege,  " liter* 
be  no  good  mitral  qualities  in  the  heart  of  man  by 
nature,”  it  is  certainly  evident  that  a  good  moral 
act  cannot  be  n  quired  of  him  ;  which  you  well 
know  to  be  contrary  to  the  moral  duties  required  in 
the  Gospel,  as  needful  to  our  peace  and  eiijovmcntt 
through  life. 

As  to  what  our  Lord  told  Nicodemus,  that  "ex¬ 
cept  a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  king 
dom  of  God  this  may  be  tantamount  to  another 
saying  in  Matthew  xviii  ;  3.  '‘except  ye  be  con 
verted  and  become  as  little  children,”  (not  as  totally 
depraved  little  children)  "ye  shall  not  enter  inti 
the  kingdom  of  heaven,”  which  consists,  as  Paul 
saith,  in  "  righteousness,  joy  and  |)eace.”  In  other 
words,  "except  ye  be  begotten  into  a  lively  hope  ol 
an  immortal  existence  beyond  the  loml>,  by  my  re 
surrection  from  the  dead,  ye  shall  not  have  that 
righteousness,  joy  and  petice  which  ye  might  have 
by  believing  in  me.” 

You  affirm  that  the  Bible  represents  men  in  their 
natural  state  to  be  dead  in  trespasses  and  sins,  and 
that  our  doctrine  supposes  them  to  have  some  spi¬ 
ritual  life  and  breath.  Just  as  though  a  man  can 
not  breathe,  hut  through  the  windpipe  of  a  narrow 
ly  contracted  creed.  Do  men  trespass  before  they 
are  born?  If  not.  how  can  they  be  by  no/iire  "dean 
in  trespasses,”  Stc.  We  Irelieve  men  are  dead  in 
■in,  as  the  Bible  declares,  but  it  is  sin  by  their  own 
doings,  not  sin  by  nature.  Genesis  ii :  7,  God 
breathed  into  the  iirst  man  the  breath  of  life,  and 
whether  this  life  be  spiritual  ar  not,  see  Ecclesias- 
le$,  xii :  7,  where  Solomon  having  carefully  tsm- 
aidered  the  origin  of  man.  declares  of  his  end,  "then 
ahall  the  dual  return  tu  the  earth  as  it  was ;  and  the 


spirit  shall  return  unto  God  who  gave  it.”  "  1  am|  adopt  for  your  new  ones.”  Think  not.  Sir,  that 
eeme.  (saiili  the  Saviour  of  the  world,)  that  they' you  are  entirely  abandoned,  bat  only  suspended  till 
might  have  lile,  and  that  they  might  have  it  mure\  you  be  willing  to  "do  to  others,  as  you  would  that 
abundantly this  indicates  that  men  liad  some  ol  i  others  should  do  to  you  and  when  evil  outweighs 


Ids  life,  some  indications  of  the  Eternal,  ("  tor  the 
invisible  things  of'  him  are  clearly  seen  from  the 
creation,  being  understood  by  the  things  that  are 
made,  even  his  eternal  power  and  Godliead,”)  even 
•lelore  the  advent  of  Jesus  ;  and  that  he  came  to 
enlighten  those  good  qualities  which  wc  naturally 
iinssess,  that  we  might  bring  forth  more  fruit  uiiin 
holiness:  ns  he  said,  "  Herein  is  iny  father  glori- 
tii'd,  that  ye  bring  fortb  much  fruit.” 

In  further  [iroof  of  man’s  totally  depraved  nature, 
you  cue,  "the  carnal  mind  is  enmity  against  God.” 
In  answer,  Paul  saith  of  himself,  "  I  am  carnal, 
sold  under  sin  and  to  his  brethren  at  Corinth, 

"  Areye  not  carnal  ?  ”  He  repeats  it;  "Areyeiioi 
'•arnal  ?”  Of  course,  nil  men  are  more  or  less  car¬ 
nally  minded,  and  will  be,  so  lung  ns  they  have  to 
do  with  carnal  things.  The  next  quotation  is.  "  Tlie 
latural  man  iiiscerneih  not  the  tilings  of  the  s|>irii." 
Produce  n  man  lliat  is  not  Muitural  man,  mid  llii> 
will  weigh  more  in  your  favor.  This,  however, 
seems  to  be«qiialto  "eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  cai 
fieard,  neither  hath  it  entered  into  the  heart  ol  man 
tu  conceive  the  things  which  God  hath  prepared  for 
them  that  love  him.”  Koinaiis  ii :  14.  "The  Geti- 
liles  who  have  tiot  the  (writteti)  law,  are  a  law  unto 
iliemselves  ;”  but  your  doctrine  virtually  denies  that 
they  have  such  n  law  in  their  natures.  How  thin, 
lirotlier,  shall  God  judge  the  world  in  righteous- 
less.  seeing  that  Ins  ofl'spring  are  by  no  means  uc- 
countable  to  him  ;  having  been  created  entirely  des 
iitute  of  the  eletneiits  of  moral  action?  Thus, 
Orother,  you  and  the  Bible  are  evidently  at  varianci 
•n  the  doctrine  of  man’s  entire  depravity  by  hi- 
-reation,  and  const quently  |iis  non-responsibility. 
Just  draw  a  comparison  between  Iheancieni  Phan- 
■tees  ami  their  sons.  The  doctritie  of  the  lurmei 
we  have  in  John  ix  ;  34,  "Thou  wast  altogethei 
born  in  sins,  and  dost  thou  teach  us  ?”  Is  tota 
depravity  by  nature  any  better?  Compare  wha: 
you  said  to  me,  "  Do  you  supptise  that  you  can  givi 
us  any  light  on  the  subject?’’  with  "and  ilost  thou 
tench  us?”  and  what  is  the  difference  ?  'Dieye.ns 
out  of  their  synagogues  them  that  believed  Christ : 
these  cast  out  of  their  churches. 

As  touching  the  doctrine  ol  an  endless  hell,  but  on^ 
idea  will  here  be  advanced.  Ought  not  the  Chris- 
lian  religion  to  be  (and  indeed  is  it  not  ?)  as  ju  ii- 
eious  ns  the  ancient  Heathen  philosophy?  A  cer 
tain  ancient  philosopher  has  this  striking  maxim, 
illustrative  ol  moral  government.  "  We  do  not  pun 
ish  our  children  because  they  have  done  wrong  ;  but 
that  they  might  not  do  il  any  more.”  So  our  uni 
versnl  Father  chastens  us,  his  oflspring,  hut  hir  oui 
lienelit,  that  we  might  be  partakers  of  his  holiness. 
"  Now  no  chastening  for  the  present  seemetli  to  b* 
[joyous,  but  grievous :  nevertheless,  afterward  it 
yieldeth  the  peaceable  fruits  of  righleousnes.s  unto 
them  that  they  areexerci*ed  thereby.”  Even  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord,  "  though  he  were  a  son,  yet  learn¬ 
ed  he  obedience  hy  the  things  which  he  suffered.’ 
You  inquire  how  came  1  to  believe  in  Universal- 
ism?  alleging  that  you  have  seen  men  converleu 
from  the  .same  to  Christianity.  You  are  our  bro 
ther.  Sir,  tiiough  you  acknowledge  us  not ;  as  suitt 
the  prophet,  "  doubtless  ihoii  art  our  father,  though 
■Abraham  be  ignorant  of  us,  and  Israel  ncknowledut 
us  not,  thou  art  our  glorious  Redeemer.”  You 
allege  also  that  you  have  seen  >oiiie  of  different  de- 
iioniiiiations  turn  out  to  be  Uiiiversalists,  (and  wi 
might  say  "converted  to  Chrislianiiy,”  but  heaven 
lairn  charity  forbids;)  and  iiiquiie  "how  is  ii 
done?”  Had  you  been  earnest  to  know,  you  might 
have  known  before  now;  but  if  now  inquiring  tin 
way  to  Zion,  just  c.ill  on  the  friends  of  humanity, 
and  they  will  direct  you  with  [ilensure.  Moreover, 
you  declare  that  "  Uiiiversalists  imagine  themselves 
to  be  the  most  happy,  enlightened  and  benevolent 
beings  in  the  world.  ”  Why,  Sir,  begrudge  us  our 
happiness?  "In  our  Father’s  house  are  many 
mansions.”  There  is  riKim  enough  for  ik  and 
you  too. 

One  sentence  you  emphaci.sed  as  worthy  of  par¬ 
ticular  notice :  "  In  going  from  vs,  consider  what 
kind  of  friends  you  abandon,  and  %skat  kind  you 


the  good,  silence  is  preferable :  but  as  to  my  "  netr 
lones,”  the  company  of  "  publicans  and  sinners  ” 
sliuuld  be  preferred  tu  the  self-righteous,  who  say 
to  their  brethren,  "  stand  by,  for  1  am  holier  than 
;ih«u.”  Finally,  may  God  bless  you.  Sir.  and  the 
Hock  under  your  care,  that  your  name  may  yet  be 
!enrolled  among  the  happy  number  whom  you  affirm 
."to  be  the  must  happy,  enlightened  and  benevolent 
jbeings  in  the  world,”  that  you  may  be  Hlled  with 
jhis  love,  and  embrace  the  fulness  of  his  redemp¬ 
tion.
